Of Manila While Probably True, is as Yet 
Only Conjeciara’ — The Report Has Not

Leaves Key West and W ill Meet and An- 
nihilate the Spanish Fleet Now Coming; 
Over— Startling News Expected Soon. 



It Was Decided to Maintain American 
Supremacy in the Philippines. 



May Be Held By Uncle Sam Until After 
the War Ends, and Then Sold to the 
Highest Bidder. 



Also Ammunition and Other Supplies— 
This Action Was Taken After a 
Conference With the Hawaiian 
Cabinet on the Situation. 



Honolulu, April 27, via San* Fran- 
cisco, May 5. — President Dole has sent 
a long communication to President 
McKinley offering- to transfer the Ha- 
waiian islands to the United States for 
the purposes of its war with Spain, 
and to furnish the American ships 
of war in Pacific waters with larg-e 
quantities of coai, supplies and 
ammunition. This action was taken 
-by the executive after a secret confer- 
ence of the Hawaiian cabinet, called 
to discuss the position to be assumed 
by the government toward the two 
belligerents. 

The news of the declaration of war 
by the United States against Spain 
was received here Wednesday by the 
Mariposa, which arrived from the 
Australian colonies with advices from 
the United States to the 16th inst. 

Washington, May r>. — Senator Frye, 
speaking of the report from Honolulu, 
said he hoped that the president would

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inent. Plans for division hospitals and 
the allotment of surgeons were practic- 
ally completed Wednesday. The First in- 
fantry, one of the regiments which 
will be landed in Cuba, was put 
through the emergency entrenchment 
drill, throwing up entrenchments 
with tin cups, skillets, tin pans 
or whatever was convenient and 
long practice marches in heavy march- 
ing order was given other regiments. 
Preparation for the landing of a large 
force of native Cubans at some point 
in Cuba within convenient reach of 
Gen. Gomez' army are being pushed as 
fast as possible. How large a force 
there will be is as yet uncertain. 
The Cuban recruiting offices that 
have been opened here are 
fairly overwhelmed with applications 
for enlistment, and it is very probable 
that 15.000 will be armed and ready 
for service uncer the banner of Gomez 
before the end of the week. Most of 
the Cubans who are now* in the West 
Tampa camp have already had consid- 
erable military training. Their num- 
ber is being constantly increased by 
arrivals from New* York, Jacksonville 
and other recruiting points. 

Between 30 and 40 young Cubans ar- 
rived here Wednesday from New York 
and will be followed bv 150 more from 
there all enlisted at the junta head- 
quarters. 

Two or three United States naval 
officers, thoroughly familiar with the 
Cuban coast, are now* in Tampa for 
the purpose of escorting the Cuban ex- 
pedition to Cuba and w ill remain with 
it until the juncture with Gomez is ef- 
fected. 

I Old Point Comfort. Va.. May 5. — It 
is the general expectation here that 
the Flying squadron will go to sea 
within 24 hours, or as soon as the 
cruiser New Orleans arrives. Commo- 
dore Schley has been notified that the 
cruiser Columbia has been detached 
from the squadron, and that the New 
Orleans will take her place. So far 
as fighting ability is concerned 
the New Orleans is superior to 
the Columbia, being more heavily 
armed and without so much free board 
and upper works to act as a target. 
The squadron as now* constituted will 
consist of the Massachusetts, first class 
battle ship; Texas, second class battle 
ship; Brooklyn, armored cruiser; 
New Orleans, of the type of the 
Raleigh and Cincinnati, and the 
Scorpion, a fast armored yacht, with 



Washington, May 4. — The cabinet 
meeting Tuesday resulted in a decision 
to await a report from Commodore 
Dewey and then to send him the num- 
ber of troops he deems necessary to 
enforce our control of the Philippines. 
The whole session was consumed in a 
general discussion of past events. The 
administration has practically decided 
to occupy the Philippines with 
a strong military force as soon 
as possible after Commodore 
Dewey's report, which is expected by 
Wednesday, has been received. For 
this purpose Pacific slope troops will

Washington, May 4. — The British 
embassy has received no reports of 
any character as to the Manila battle, 
so that there is no basis for the state- 
ments that the state department has 
been informed by British officials here 
that Manila has surrendered to Com- 
modore Dewey. 

In the absence of specific advices 
from Manila, members of the diplo- 
matic corps are discussing with great 
interest the future course of the Unit- 
ed States toward the Philippine is- 
lands. They do not doubt that the is- 
lands will be occupied by the American 
forces, if indeed the occupation has not 
already occurred. The only question on 
that point is said to be the number of 
men Commodore Dewey can spare 
from his fleet to make up a landing 
party sufficient to hold Manila and 
other points when large garrisons of 
Spanish troops are there. It is the fu- 
ture of the Philippines how*ever which

They say that for the Hawaiian j 
islands to have held aloof and j 
insisted upon remaining neutral I 
would have been equivalent to re- 1 
fusing eoal or granting any J 
courtesies to the United States during 
the war, and that the action now j 
taken will put the islands in the way | 
of doing this country anv favor possi- : 
ble. 

Washington, Maj* 5. — Representative 
Newlands, of Nevada, has introduced 
a joint resolution for the annexation 
of Hawaii. It provides for the con- 
firmation of the cession by the Ha- 
waiian republic of all rights of sov- 
ereignty over the island and their de- 
pendencies and of cession and transfer 
to the United States of all public 
property and all its rights and ap- 
purtenances, assumes the Hawaiian 
public debt to not exceeding S4. 000. 000. 
prohibits further immigration of Chi- 
nese and appoints five commissioners, 
at least two of whom shall be residents 
of Hawaii, to recommend necessary 
legislation. The resolution declares 
the islands and their dependencies 
“hereby annexed as a part of the ter- 
ritory of the United States and subject 
to the sovereign dominion thereof. ” 

Cruiser Charleston (ioes Into Commission. 

Vallejo. Cal.. Mayo. — It is reported 
at the navy yard that the cruiser Char- 
leston will go into commission Thurs- 
day morning, and immediately there- 
after get under way for the Philip- 
pines. She is expected to convoy to 
the Orient under all possible speed one 
or more of the fastest steamers that 
can be purchased in San Francisco, 
which will lie loaded with ammunition, 
coal, food, clothing and troops.

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HEALTHY SELDOM HUNGRY. 

Stumneli'M Pang* Saiii to I*e Felt He- 
cauNe ot Imperfect 1 ) 1 - 
geation. 

“A thoroughly healthy person is 
never hungry.” Thus says Dr. William 
Henry Porter, of the Strathmore, who 
Is a recognized authority on dietetics. 
Yp to this date a huge appetite has 
almost invariably been considered as 
evidence of a good physical condition. 
"Many persons will realize, after weigh- 
ing the doctor's remark, that their 
great desire for food at certain times is 
a warning that all is not well within 
them. I)r. Porter supports his start- 
ling statement by some interesting ex- 
planatory facts. The healthy person 
does not slight his meals, it must be 
understood, but does ample justice to 
them. Yet not until lie tastes the food 
before him, says Dr. Porter, does lie 
realize the need of it. He could go 
about and forget his meal times but 
for the force of circumstances. The 
pangs of hunger are felt as an effect 
of imperfect digestion. 

Dr. Porter gives some valuable in- 
formation on tiie question which and 
of what kind shall be the principal meal 
—morning, noon or night. In speaking 
of this he said: 

“As in the running ol an engine, the 
most intensive consumption of fuel 
must be just prior to and in accordance 
•with the amount of work to be per- 
formed; so, in man, the time for taking, 
and the quantity and quality of the 
meal ingested, or the determination of 
the ‘principal meal,' must be in har- 
mony with the work to be accom- 
plished. If the individual is to begin 
xiis daily labors between four and six 
in the morning and terminate them be- 
tween five and six o’clock in the even- 
ing it necessitates the taking of a good 
and liberal breakfast at an early hour 
jn the morning, from a half hour to 
nn hour before beginning active work, 
especially so if tihe last meal of the day 
previous has been a light one at six 
o'clock, as is the common habit of this 
class. Habits of this kind naturally call 
for the heaviest meal, which also may 
be called the principal meal, at noon, or 
Hear that hour. 

“On the other hand, if the custom is 
to rise between six and eight in the 
morning, and the largest amount of 
work is performed between nine in the 
morning and file succeeding midnight, 
fin entirely different arrangement of 
the meals must l>e followed. Jn this 
class a light breakfast is in order at 
about eight in the morning; a stronger, 
more substantial meal at one o’clock 
in the afternoon and the heaviest and 
what justly deserves to be called the 
principal meal should be taken from 
six to seven in the evening, because this 
is more nearly in the middle of the 
working hours. When t lie labors are 
continued until midnight and the hour 
of resting is after this time a light meal 
should be taken at 11 o'clock. 

“In any of the instances cited, if the 
foodstuffs taken have been easy of di- 
gestion, rapidly absorbed and oxidized, 
the fires will naturally burn low after 
several hours’ sleep and abstinence 
from food. On the other (and, if the 
foodstuffs taken require considerable 
time for their digestion and are slowly 
absorbed and oxidized, the In at -prod liv- 
ing supply may not be exhausted com- 
pletely during a somewhaY prolonged 
abstinence from food, or during the 
hours usually spent for sleeping.” — A. 
Y. Herald.

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FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 



First fitgul&r Session. 

Washington, April £9. — Senate— Again 
Friday the seu.ite was in the attitude of wait- 
ing for business to reach it A few bills of un- 
important character were passed, but no busi- 
ness of general interest was transacted. 

House— T he general debate on the war 
revenue bill closed Thursday night after eight 
and a half hours of speech making. The de- 
bate Friday lacked both spirit and interest. 
There was little discussion of the internal 
revenue features of the bill. The democrats 
continued their assaults on the bond feature 
and their advocacy of the income tax. The 
latter was ridiculed as a substitute proposition 
by the republicans. The authority to borrow 
money was defended by them as absolutely 
necessary. 

Washington. April 30.— Senate— A t Fri- 
day's session of the seuate the report of the 
conferees on the naval appropriation bill was 
presented and agreed to. The measure as 
perfected carries a little more than $57,000,000. 
No other business of general importance was 
transacted. A bill granting permission to the 
Chattanooga Rapid Transit Co. to cross tlic 
Dry Valley road and extend its lines to Chick- 
amauga National park was passed. At 1:3.1 
p. m.. on motion of Mr. Allison, the senate 
went into executive session and at 1:45 p. m. 
adjourned until Monday. 

House — T he bill to provide additional taxes 
and loans to carry on the war went through 
the house Friday by 181 to 129. very nearly a 
party vote, after many efforts to amend it. Mr. 
Dingley has no idea how long the senate will 
be in dealing with it. The proceedings were 
interesting all day. Fortunately there were 
no unpleasant, sensational scenes and nc 
unseemly quarrels. A motion by Mr. Lewis 
(dein.. Wash.) to make the bonds redeemable 
specifically in gold or silver coin at the option 
of the government was defeated — 106 to 136. 
Another, by Mr. Shafroih, lo make the 
bonds redeemable one-half in gold and 
one-half in silver, met a similar fate. Sev- 
eral other propositions of the same 
tenor were voted down. The vote was then 
taken upon the McMtllin income tax substitute 
and it was defeated— 123 to 143. 

Washington. M ay 3 — Senate— A t the open- 
ing of the senate's session the chaplain offered 
devout tlmnks for the glorious victory won by 
Commodore Dewey’s squadron. Mr. Turpie 
(Ind.). chairman of the democratic- caucus, pre- 
sented an order appointing Mr. Chilton (dem., 
Tex.) to fill the vacancy on the finance commit- 
tee caused by the death of Senator Walthall. 
The order was adopted. A conference on the 
sundry civil bill was agreed to and Messrs. Al- 
lison. Quay and Gorman were named as the 
senate conferees. The final conference report 
on the naval appropriation bill was agreed to. 
A bill to amend the act to permit the use of 
right of way through public lands to tram- 
ways. canals and reservoirs, was passed. Sev- 
eral war measures were passed by the senate 
and. notwithstanding their importance, not 
one of them elicited the slightest debate. 
Probably the most important measure passed 
by the senate was the emergency war deficiency 
bill, carrying $35,720,945. Not more than ten 
minutes were consumed in pus-dng it, that be- 
ing occupied in reading the measure. 

House— T he passage of the emergency war 
appropriation bill was the feature of Monday's 
action by the house. The naval appropriation 
bill with the senate amendment providing 
for the payment of officers of the navy for the 
use of their inventions by the government 
stricken out was reported from confer- 
ence and passed. It uow goes to the 
president. Mr. Lacy (la.) present- 
ed the conference report on the 
general Alaskan bill extending the homestead 
laws to and granting railroad rights of way in 
that territory. The bill to increase the num- 
ber of surgeons in the army was passed. A 
resolution from the senate providing for the 
adjustment and settlement of claims and 
counter claims between the United States and 
the state of Tennesse was passed. Mr. Loud 
(Cal.) called up a resohition providing for 
the creation of a congressional commission to 
make an exhaustive examination into the pos- 
tal service and report to congress. In support 
of the resolution Messrs. Loud and Fleming 
(Ga.) said frequent statements had been 'made 
in congress anil the press suggesting a bush 
that had grown up in the service and the field 
was apparently one inviting investigation. 
The resolution was passed. 

Washington, May 4 .— Senate— N o busi- 
ness of general importance transacted Tues- 
day. The senate committee on finance resum- 
ed its sitting at 10:30 Tuesday, hearing Secre- 
tary Gage on the necessity for including in the 
war revenue bill authority for the issuance of 
bonds. The secretary supplied the committee 
all the information in his possession as to the 
cost of the war up to date, 
and also the best estimates obtainable of fu- 
ture expenses. Secretary Gage told the com- 
mittee that the best estimates obtainable in- 
dicate that tor the next two months the war 
will increase the governmental expenditures 
about $50.00j.0;'0 By that time the entire 
amount iu the treasury, with the exception of 
the gold reserve, would be exhausted, and $30,- 
OUO.OiK) of the reserve be taken. 

House— W hat promised to be an uneventful 
and uninteresting session of the house was 
ihrown suddenly, after three hours’ considera- 
tion of private bills, into a session of spirited 
speech-making among democratic members 
that savored at times much of acrimony. The 
storm was precipitated by Mr. Lewis (dern.. 
Wash.), who referred in the course of a speech 
to a recent vote of Mr. Cummings (N. Y.) 
in support of the war revenue bill 
with its incorporated bond feature. 
He made reference to Mr Cummings’ 
assertion that this period was a time tor plac- 
ing country above party, intimating that the 
New York member had served the republican 
party and perhaps contributed to the satisfac- 
tion of unpatriotic monopolists and capital- 
ists. This brought an impassioned and patri- 
otic speech in reply from Mr. Cummings, in- 
terrspesed with some sarcastic, comments that 
intensified the interest and called an outpour- 
ing of members from the cloak rooms. 

Washington. May 5. Senate— The follow- 
ing joint resohition was passed Wednesday; Iu 
all cases not provided for by article second, 
clause fifth, of the constitution, where there is 
no person entitled to discharge the duties of 
president the same shall devolve upon the vice 
president. The congress may by law provide 
for the case where there is no 
person entitled to hold the office of president 
or vice president, declaring what officer shall 
act as president, and such officer shall act ac- 
cordingly until the disability shall be removed 
or a president shall be elected. The confer- 
ence report on the fortifications appropriation 
bill was presented and agreed to. 

House— T he house W>dnesday adopted the 
conference report upon the fortification bill. 
The remainder of the session was consumed 
with the consideration of the Alaskan land 
bill and a resolution for the repeal of an act 
prohibiting the passage of importations in 
bond through the territory of the United States 
into the “free zone" cf Mexico. The latter was 
passed, but the Alaskan measure went over. 

Torpedo Boat Ericsson Missing. 

Miami, Fla., May 5. — The torpedo 
boat Ericsson has been missing 1 since 
Saturday. It is feared she may have 
sunk. She has not been seen by any 
of the other vessels in Adm. Samp- 
son’s squadron since a terrific gale 
struck them Saturday, and it was 
known site was short of coal. 

Fatal Explosion in a Rolling Mill. 

New York. May 5. — Part of the Pas- 
saic rolling- mills at Paterson. N. J., 
was blown up Wednesday. One man 
■was killed and three injured. The ex- 
plosion occurred in the boiler and gas 
section of the building. The damage 
to the works was S75.000. 

Capt. Hart to Be I’ardaned. 

Washington, May 5.— The president 
announced Wednesday he would short- 
ly pardon Capt. John D. Hart, of the 
filibustering steamer Laurada, now 
serving- a two years sentence in the 
penitentiary for his Cuban filibuster- 
ing- operations. 



IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

Lord Charles Beresford, M. P., was 
summoned before a police court lately 
for not muzzling- his dog-. He pleaded 
that he was sorry and that the dog- had 
died since, but was fined ten shillings. 

When the Gordon Highlanders went 
into action at Dargai it appears front 
the confession of one of the wounded 
pipers that each of the six pipers sent 
ahead played a different tune. In spite 
of this the Gordons followed them. 

Lord Bute has tried to encourage mar- 
riage at Cardiff, Wales, by offering a 
dowry once a year to a deserving girl. 
The mayor of the town reports, how- 
ever, *that during a whole year he has 
received not a single application. 

A British spinster, who chastised her 
servant merely with “her fists, a poker, 
a clothes pole, a stick, a hammer and 
the arm of a chair, and by compressing 
her neck and kicking her,” has been 
punished by the unusually severe sen- 
tence of 12 months’ imprisonment. 

A curiously annoying theft is that of 
a negative film of the late solar eclipse, 
taken for the cinematograph by one of 
the British astronomical expeditions to 
India. Somewhere between Buxar, in 
India, and London, one of the boxes was 
opened and only the eclipse film taken 
out. 

William Bees, of Llandovery, pig kill- 
er, died recently at the age of 104 years, 
having worked at his calling till within 
ten days of his death/ He boasted that 
he had killed over 20,000 pigs. He was 
seized by a press gang before the battle 
of Waterloo, but was released, as he 
was too small. 

Miss Charlotte Yonge’s name is to be 
given to three free scholarships for 
girls, for which her admirers, headed by 
the princess of Wales, are collecting 
money in England. Miss Yonge is 73 
years of age now, and has written 
more than 80 books.
